Dear Mr. Boswell, 

I have seen Mr. Coffey October 4, 1988, October 21, 1988, October 31, 19S8, 
and November 10, 1988. He was seen by Thomas C. Camp, Ph.D. November 14, 
1988 and November 18, 1988. Neither I or Dr. Camp found any evidence of a 
psychiatric illness. Mr, Coffey has traits of a mixed Personality Disorder. 
These are enduring patterns of perceiving, relating to, and thinking about 
the environment and oneself, but, I do not think this has any bearing on 
the issue. 

I found no evidence of a sexual disorder that would lead Mr. Coffey to be 
a future threat to society. 

My expectation is that Mr. Coffey will strive to continue his education, 
i marriage and the usual normal things of life. 

I have no specific recommendation for treatment of Mr. Coffey. He may find 
that psychotherapy or counseling would afford him an opportunity to be 
more expressive .

Shotgun Incident: Man Indicted 



By TERRI HIGGINS

Timothy Grimes, charged with shooting his brother 
in the face with a shotgun, was indicted Thursday by a 
Frederick County grand jury on charges of malicious 
wounding and felonious use of a firearm. 

Grimes, 20, is being held in the Frederick County 
jail on $25,000 bond. 

His cases will be continued until he takes an exam- 
ination to' determine his mental state at the time of 
the alleged offenses and if he is competent to stand 
trial. 

Public Defender William Crane was appointed to be 
his attorney. 

During a preliminary hearing last month in Juve- 
nile and Domestic Court, Tommy Grimes, 25, of Ber- 
ryville, testified that his brother shot him in the face 
June 20, at their aunt's house on Redbud Road in 
Frederick County, when he told him he was unable to 
pay back immediately $900 that he owed him. 

Timothy Grimes was one of the three black victims 
in the December 1986 Howard Beach, Queens, racial 
fight with several white teenagers. One of his two 



companions was killed in the incident. 

During the two trials of the white teenagers, charg- 
ed with assault and manslaughter, Grimes cursed and 
spit on the witness stand. 

A prosecutor in the latest trial said Grimes had 
been diagnosed by a psychiatrist as suffering from 
"acute psychosis." 

Also indicted Thursday were: 

• Bradley Martin Coffey on a charge of sexually 
, moles ting a child younger than 13 Aug. 5. 

; • Benjamin Howard Spiker on two charges of grand 
larceny— in the July 24 theft of a 1978 Pontiac owned 
by David S. Hosey, and the Aug. 7 theft of a 1974 
Chevrolet owned by Polly's Cab—and a charge of 
robbery in the Aug. 7 theft of money from Dennis 
Hopkins. 

• Terry Foreman on a charge of stealing a credit 
card from Wendy Roberts May 3. 

• Donna Alice Bockey on a charge of grand larceny 
in the theft of more than $200 from Aikens Invest- 
ments May 19, 1986, through Aug. 29, 1988. 

• Richard David Ruby on a charge of possession of 
marijuana with the intent to distribute May 10.
